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We Still Have Prestige 

Dr. Bayard Dodge, president of the Ameri- 
can University in Bierut, Syria, says of the 
United States and. Syria, that, 

‘‘instead of being looked upon as enemies 
and as exploiters of the country’s re- 
sources, we are regarded as friends. Con- 
sequently, when the people desire to have 
their oil resources .developed or their 
roads built or their mineral resources 
utilized, they call upon America.”’ 

While we would not consider Syria or any 
other country fortunate in falling into the 
hands of our oil magnates, yet something 
much worse might*happen to them than to 
have their destiny somewhat directed by the 
United States as a people. 

We hear more or less about America and 
Americans being disliked in Europe, because 
we say we won the war—which we had a 
small hand in at least—and because we are so 
indelieate as to hint that we would like re- 
payment of what was borrowed by Europe 
with which to win it if we did not. But, by 
and large, taking the world over and the peo- 
ple of all races, kindreds and tongues, there 
never was a nation since time began which 
had the respect and confidence of other na- 
tions such as is enjoyed by the United States 
today. Even in Europe, while they criticise 
us and say somewhat uncomplimentary things 
about us, there is no nation there or else- 
where in the world that would be trusted as 
they trust us. 

We have not come into this high state sud- 
denly any more than a man gains a reputa- 
tion for integrity and trustworthiness in a 
community over night. It is a product of 
more than a century of demonstration in ac- 
tual deeds of the fundamental integrity of our 
government and our relations to all other 
peoples. Again and again we have refrainel 
from doing unfair and selfish things that have 
been the common acts of other nations thru 
the centuries, and even at times when other 
nations were following the ancient practices 
in vivid contrast’ to the course we pursued. 
As a nation in our official conduct, and more 
or less as individuals in consequence of both 
that and individual conduct, we occupy a 
unique position of world trust which we 
would be untrue to ourselves and to civiliza- 
tion if we at any time violated or failed to 
exemplify. Whether influences in our na- 
tional life are at work, which would cause us 
to lose this world trust because no longer 
worthy of it, is something worthy of our 
deepest concern. Except Calvary, it would 
be the world’s greatest tragedy if it should 
prove to be true.

campaign for ‘forest fire protection.’ By 
presidential proclamation a week has been 
designated for this purpose. Because of the 
rapi lly increasing need of a more compre- 
hensive forest protection program than has 
yet been secured, the forest service has united 
with the National Lumber Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation to take the initiative in broadening 
this annual event, to extend its scope, and to 
enlist the support and active help of other 
impertant national ageneiés. To this end? a 
continuing American Forest Week commit- 
tee has been organized and is composed of 
many of the foremost organizations in th> 
Tited States. It has been suggested that Na- 
tional Garden Week make its time the same 
as American Forest Week, which’is April 27 
to May 3. If ven decide upon this, Sunday 
would close. the program instead of opening 
it. This will change cur plans and we will 
choose a wniform date for a National Garden 
Week—April 27 to May 3.’’

The conference recommends the licensing of 
all drivers, after examination into mental and 
physieal fitness of applicant’s ability to oper- 
ate an automobile. There also should be char- 
acter requirement. Is the applicant responsi- 
ble, conscientious and throughtful of the 
safety of others? It is to be hoped that the 
California Legislature may enact legislation 
stiffening the requirements in tests fot driv- 
ers’ licenses. 

Safety education in the public school is 
recommended. This is very important and 
should be effective. 

Vigorous and unceasing prosecution for 

cisless driving. Good. No plan should omit 
this 

More playgrounds to keep school children 
off the streets. This would be a life pre- 
server indeed.

The story comes from Mitchell Field, where 
recently two army fliers leaped from planes 
at a height of 3000 feet and dropped a third 
of the distance to the earth before pulling the 
rip cords and opening their parachutes. They 
reached the ground unharmed, and immedi- 
ately after went aloft again and repeated the 
experiment. They demonstrated, among oth- 
er things, that a man who leaped from the 
top of the Woolworth building would be con- 
scious during his descent, assuming that he 
did not faint from fright. More than that, 
these army men found a drop of a thousand 
feet a pleasant experience. In fact, it was 
reported some time ago that because army 
aviators were prene to drop long distances 
before opening their parachutes the regula- 
tions forbade such practice. In the present 
case, it is stated that the two men had re- 
ceived permission from their superior officer 
to make the demonstration.
